lage is practically “broke”— and 
there is no money to pay salaries 
of themselves or of police and oth­ 
er employes of the village. 
A letter from State Auditor Nel­ 
son asked verification of the fact 
that the Village had $1,307.49 on 
deposit in the People’s State Bank, 
just closed. 
Asst. Treas. Wm. F. 
Meyer Jr., stepped up with the 
news that owing to rush of work in 
his office, some $ 2 0 0 of water mon­ 
ey had been left in the vault in 
the village hall, and undeposited in 
the bank. 
Bills and payroll to the amount 
of $3,048.30 
were 
presented by 
Trustee Krause, chairman of the 
Finance committee. 
Discussion in 
detail as to who would take time 
warrants was made. These bills are 
listed below. 
A petition for an “abatement of 
a nuisance” signed by 23 proper­ 
ty owners in the vicinity of South 
State road just south of the rail­ 
road, complained that the “ peace 
and tranquility” of their neighbor­ 
hood wan unendurably disturbed by- 
noise 
emanating from a 
certain 
neighboring enterprise, from early 
morning until late at night. Point­ 
ed explanations from the floor, Al­ 
derman Fromberg being one of the 
residents, were that a certain “mu­ 
sic box” (for lack of a more defin­ 
ite term ), was run early in the 
morning, all day, and to about mid­ 
night, with noises emanating from 
a dance 
hall into the 
wee sma’ 
hours Sunday morning. 
The peti­ 
tion was referred back to the po­ 
lice committee for report at the 
next meeting. 
Mr. Hauff, as chairman of the 
Police and License committee, also 
presented 
a list of 87 
business 
houses that had not paid their li­ 
censes for 1932. 
With the vil­ 
lage absolutely “broke” with the 
exception of the some $ 2 0 0 in wa­ 
ter funds left in the vault, and no 
money to pay for lights or night 
policing, board members stated that

The People’s State Bank of A r­ 
lington Heights did not open its 
doors Monday morning. 
Follow­ 
ing a week of heavy withdrawals, 
particularly in the commercial ac­ 
counts, a special meeting of the 
directors of that institution was 
called Saturday evening, after the 
regular closing of the bank when 
a decision was made to ask State 
Auditor to take over the affairs 
of the bank. 
The decision was made prim ar­ 
ily to protect the depositors of the 
institution. 
It would have been 
possible to have secured addition­ 
al funds from Chicago, and the peo­ 
ples bank had good securities to use 
as collateral for such a loan. How­ 
ever such action on the part of the 
bank’s officials would have tied up 
large amounts of the bonds and 
securities as their present m arket 
value is much less than normally. 
There is no reason to believe that 
the m arket price of these securi­ 
ties "nil increase within the imme­ 
diate future or that deposits would 
increase. 
Instead there was every 
reason to 
believe 
that deposits 
would continue to decrease. Rather 
than to keep the bank open, using 
the bank’s best securities for. th at 
purpose, Mr. 
Gieseke 
and the 
bank’s officers decided to treat all 
depositors alike and close the doors 
for the purpose of liquidation. 
The directors did not arrive a t 
that decision 
without 
giving the 
m atter a lot of thought and it is 
the consensus of opinion that such 
action was not only fair to all de­ 
positors, but the only businesslike 
method that could be followed. 
Mr. Gieseke stated Tuesday that 
the bank’s reopening is very im­ 
probable. 
In spite of the closing 
of other banking institutions in tine 
immediate vicinity, 
the People’s 
Bank held its deposits until about 
June 1st, when rumors 
regarding 
the larger Chicago banks brought 
about small runs upon those Chica­ 
go institutions. This was not with­ 
out its effect upon banking condi­ 
tions in Arlington Heights. There 
was no run upon the People’s Bank, 
but withdrawals were steady. 
The report made to the state au­ 
ditor June 30th showed total de­ 
posits 
of 
$238,484.06, 
with 
re­ 
sources of $416,375.58. Bills pay­ 
able at that time were $41,300. 
A month later, July 30th, the de­ 
posits had shrunk about $‘2 2 ,0 0 0 , 
which had come largely out of the 
cash on hand. 
Payment on notes 
due the bank had not equalled the 
withdrawals, but the bills payable 
had been reduced to about $31,000. 
W ith a decreased cash reserve, it 
would have been unwise to open 
for business Monday morning with­ 
out additional funds. 
For the rea­ 
son given above the officers thought 
it unwise to pledge securities for 
loans that would only serve the 
immediate need.

about 
Arlington 
Heights Sunday and created no un­ 
due excitement, except expressions 
of regret that such a course was 
necessary. 
Bank deposits, which are usually 
considered the working capital of 
a community, are only a fraction 
today in Arlington Heights, what 
they were two years ago when the 
total deposits in the two banks 
were over $1,500,000. The commer­ 
cial accounts have slumped since 
then from over $700,000 to a little

Springfield.—<For the protection 
of the farm ing industry of Illinois,

truck garden belt, Governor Km-

port the European corn borer from 
infested territory 
into the state.
